Ia this manwer did Don Alonzo commune 
with himfelf, as the veilel approacived the 
port of Mefina; and baving refoived what 
iteps to puriue, he pre vailed on the teamen 
by the promie of a very liveral reward, to 
fet him afhore on the nearett part of the 
coaft of Calabria, and afterward to deliver 
the dead body of Leonora to her tathcr, that 
her remains mighe reft with thole ef her an- 
celtors.

** At length, my dear Servan, what | expected 
and prediéted in my letters has taken place. The 
Prafiians are in fall retreat. ‘The brave Buer non. 
ville, who has been fiiled, ‘* The French Ajax,” 
has takea from them during the two laft days, 
more than four hundred men, filty waggons, and 
above one hundred horfes. All the prifonets and 
deferters azgrec, that this army is exhaofted by fa- 
mine, fatigue, and the bloody flux —The enemy 
decamp every night, and march only two leagues 
in the 24 hours to cover their baggage and heavy 
artillery, Ihave fent a reinforcement to Buer- 
nonville, who has more than 20,6co men, and 
who will rever quit them till he has exterminated 
them. To give the finihhing blow to this befinefs 
I thall join him in perion. I have fent you fome 
copies of my negociation, which I have cauled to 
be printed, becaule the commander of an army of 
freemen ovugit to fuffer no fulpicions to exit re- 
fpedteng hiscondu&t withtheenemy. I think that 
the prefent circamftance will delivér us from the 
feeurge of war, and as F told you before, if | re- 
member right, lL hope, provided you have confi- 
dence in me, to eftablith my winter qeartere at 
Brofiels. You may therefore afflure the augaft 
Affembly of the fovereign people, that i thal! ne- 
ver feek for repofe, until | thal] have put it out of 
the power of tyrants to fo us any huct—TI embrace 
you. (Sizned) * DUMOURIER.” 

Lenden, O28. 6.—Our readers wil! obferve from 
the details of the Convention, that inftead of Ge- 
neral Dumeurier’s army having been forced to lay 
down their arms, or having met with any thing 
like @ difafter, that of the Dole of Brontwick is 
Now retreating with circumftances rather like a 
flight than any thing elie. 

We have letcere from Paris this morning, which 
gave us the heads ef the moft important part of 
the proseedings in the Convention as late as the 
3d intl. at soon, and place the trath of our intel- 
ligence beyond the doubts of {cepticifm itfelf. 

Pwo letters, one from the commiflieners fent to 
the Crimp at Chalons, aad another from General 
Damouricr, were read in the Convention, ftating, 
tharthe enemy coatiaued toretreat, and that the 
road bchiad them was frewed with dead bod ¢s.-- 
Oa viliting the camp, which they had qainted, 
hories were found dead and half eaten. 

Thefe lecters farther flared that there were So00 
fick in the Hofpital General at Grand Pre and so00 
at Verdun. General Dumourier, was of opinion 
that the enemy could neither winter at Verdun nor 
Longwy, and thatthey would eifect their retreat 
through Luxemburgh. 

A letter was likewife read the fame day from 
General Wimpfen, announcing that the fiege of 
ihionville had been raifed. 

Difpatches were alfo read, from the department 
of Landes, informing the Afembly of an invafion 
by the Spaniardes,and ‘requetti: ug that commiflioners 
might be fent to Bayonne, on the fouthern 
frontiers to concert fuch meafures as© might 
be moft proper for the defence of the country.
